Eighteen hundred and eighty 
pupils were enrolled in otir schools 
during the past month aa cpn.pared 
with 1760 for the corrcay^fd.ng pe 
Hod of last year. 
This Incren a of 
120 pupils would seem to indicate i 
healthy growth In the city, although 
the lack of lucrative employment may 
account fqpr e portion of the inerts*#. 
The percentage pf tncreaae in the huh 
school enrollment over that of las 
year, 337, as compared with 303. Is 
slightly greater than 
that 
in 
the 
grades, which Is an encouraging sign 
that a larger number of young people 
are planning to complete a high school 
course. 
Some additional teaching force has 
been found necessary In both grades 
and high school to care for the in 
crease tfnd maintain the requisite state 
standards. With the exception of the 
Whitt i|r school, the school buildings 
of Brainerd are already filled to their 
limit, and the Washington and Harri­ 
son schools In particular are over­ 
crowded. The new' Mill school Is near­ 
ing completion and it is hoped will 
he ready for occupancy 
with 
two 
teachers. 
We believe th a t it would 
be hard to find a more complete or 
better arranged two room school in 
this part of Minnesota. 
During the past few weeks several 
very Interesting addresses by outside 
speakers have been given before the 
high school body. The recent address 
by former Mayor Brown of Kansas 
City, Missouri, was especially strong 
and was much appreciated. 
The manual training 
boys 
under 
their director, F. W. Ho; cl, have re­ 
covered all of the typewriter tables 
in the commercial room in 
a very 
workmanlike manner. 
The manual 
training classes both in high school 
and in the upper grades appear to be 
getting an unusually early start in 
serious, substantial work. 
The home economics department has 
been no less active than the manual 
training In directing its work along 
useful and practical lines. 
In fact It 
is Vhe alm of. th^se departments to 
tram both, boys and girls to do use­ 
ful and prac*i(jjU things that lead to­ 
ward thrift anti economy la the home, 
The department of home economics is 
a state aided department and now has 
a special state Inspector to direct the 
work In the various high schools. The 
state expects that, so fur as possible, 
each school receiving state ald shall 
offer practical courses In millinery, 
dressmaking, plain sewing, and prac­ 
tical cooking. 
The schools will wel­ 
come at any time frank reports front 
the parents of students In these de­ 
partments as to whether the girls are 
applying in the home the things that 
are taught in the school. 
This year, for the first time, two 
teachers are giving their entire time 
to the commercial work in the high 
school, We believe this Important de­ 
partment will be able this year to do 
stronger and better work than ever 
before. 
Additional typewriters will 
be added shortly to meet the need of 
the increased enrollment In the de­ 
partment. 
We take this opportunity ct sugge-t 
ing to parents of high mho'* and 
upper grade pupils, especially, the de­ 
sirability and importance of regular 
home study hours. Students are very 
much inclined to tell their parents 
that they have plenty of time to get 
their lessons during the school ses 
Bion. 
However, if the marks on the 
report cards are no higher titan C O'. 
D, it would be wise to consult the 
principal or high school teachers ir 
the matter. 
C. H. Varner has been employed by 
the hoard of education ag regular tru­ 
ant officer and any normal ( hlld under 
16 years of age who has not completed 
the eighth grade should be reported 
to the principal of the proper school, 
if not in regular attendance. 
Parents are earnestly requested to 
cooperate with the schools and the 
truant officer in the enforcement of 
all the laws relating to child welfare 
and protection. Any violations of the 
laws relating to the frequenting of 
pool halls or bowling alleys or lo the 
sale of tobacco to pupils attending the 
public school should be reported to 
the school authorities or to Mr. Var­ 
ner.
